LAST PRESIDENTIAL VISIT. 


The last time that a president of the 
United States visited Lawrence was on 
Thursday, August 8th, 1889, when about 
10,000 citizens of this city gathered at 
the South Lawrence railroad station to 
welcome President Harrison who 
stopped at the depot six and one-half 
minutes. The Hon. A. E. Mack was 
mayor of Lawrence at the time and’ he 
and the members of the city council 
comprised the reception committee. 

At 8.15 o’clock in the morning, Gov- 
ernor David H, Goodell and staff and 
ex-governors of the state of New 
Hampshire arrived at the station. 
They were taken in carriages and were 
driven through the streets of Lawrence 
and returned to the station in time to 
meet the 9. 30 train which bore the 
presidential party, which they joined. 

When the president reached the sta- 
tion the first to.grasp his hand was @# 
brakeman. Not many others enjoyed 
the privilege of shaking hands with the 
chief executive, for his stay was very 
brief. Mayor ‘Mack mounted the rear 
platform of the last car and in brief 
speech extended to the president and 
party, the hearty welcome of the citi- 
zens of Lawrnce. Remarks were made 
by President Harrison and the train 
pulled. out after a stop of only six and 
a half minutes.. 

The booming of-cannon, the ringing 
of bells, and lively music filled the air 
as the train pullled into the city ana 
upon its departure. Two sections of 
batter C in charge of Capt. C. F. Sar- 
gent, .then Lieutenant Sargent, were 
stationed in the field opposite the sta- 
tion, and on a temporary stand near the 
station was stationed the Lawrence 
brass band.

THREAD DRESSING. 


A new thread dressing machine, 
invented by G. A. Frendenburg of 
Pawtucket, R, IL, is in operation in 
Pawtucket. It is said to produce one 
pound per spindle per hour, and a 
96-spindle machine divided in four 
quators and covering a floor space 
12x6 feet, requires .4-horse power 
The thread is sized, dried and polish- 
ed while it is being twisted. 

The brush cylinders and iorning 
cylinders are driven by belts, and the 
thread is wound on spools. On each 
side of the machine is a trough con- 
taining sizing liquid through which 
the lower twisting mechanism, which 
is thrown in and out of operation 
by gearing and a shipper. The 
twisters are driven by gears. As the 
thread passes through the twister and 
between the rollers and out of a hole 
in a cap piece, it is twisted. It then 


passes oVer tension machinery—on the |- 


way-to the brushes. Brush blocks 
are mounted on steam pipes; there 
are revolving steam cylinders, - and 
from the brushes the thread passes 


the iréning cylinders, iTroners 
have beelled. surfaces, and from these 
the thread is taken to another ten- 
sion arrangement and through another 
twister to the winding machinery. The 
speed of the spooling is controlled by 
cone pulleys. ; 

The trough may be divided by cross 
partitions into “compartments — for 
diffrent colors of dye liquid in order 
that ‘thread of various colors may be 
finished at. ‘the same time. Levers 
enable the operator to immerse the 
thread in the dye liquor without 
‘staining the hands, Each set of twis- 
ters is independent of the others, and 
can be thrown in or out, according to 
conditions. The rollers. . throughly 
‘work the liquor or sizing in the thread’ 
while it is being twisted, A slot ar- 
rangement facilitates the insertation or 
removal of the thread in or out off the 
twisters, and when a thread breaks or 
runs out it can be tied or replaced 
without stopping any other set of 
twisters. 7 

The fineness of the thread is regulat- 
ed by the tension appliances, and ad- 
justment of the tension bars and 
wheels determine the degree of _an- 
gular deflection of the thread. Thus 
the machine is capable of finishing 
threads of diffrent grades and sizes ut 
the same time. The speed of the 
brushes is greater. than-that—of the 
eylinders~between which” they are 
-mounted; this is. said to jnsure the 
proper laying of the fibres. of . the 
thread as ine thread passes angularly 
over each brush in turn, Steam in 
the brush. cylinders. and.. brush. shaft- 
ingg insure rapid drying of the thread, 

In the ‘ironing device the thread is 
subjected to great heat from the steam, 
which passes through the cylinders 
and pipes. Each ironer is’ hot, and 
each row of irones on a shaft re- 
volves more rapidiy than the steam 
cylinders between which the ironers 
and_ shafts are mounted, 'This—rapid 
‘rotation. of ‘the ironers is said to 
give.the.thread..a..high.. gloss—.and- 
finish: _By -the conical shape of the 
ironers and their alternate arrange- 
ment. they thread is finished round, 
and is not flattened, as might be the 
case if the surfaces’ of the ironers 
were not- inclined to each other:

from abroad to make a profitable time. 


-Any one can think of a score of old 


Andover residents, some out of town 
and many in .town, whose coming 
together. with their stores of rem- 
iscences and funds of information would 
boom Andover in the estimation of all 
of us. In fact, old home week gives an, 
opportunity for a town to take account 
of-stock -of-itself; which would be fully 
as profitable for most towns as to look 
up the scattered sons and daughters. 
We hope Andover will try it next year.

A letter has been received from one 
of our enthusiastic music lovers, who is

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MANY CHANGES 


| Appearance on Zion’s Hill Being Radi- 
cally Improved by Academy 
Trustees. 


This 1s a season of altering, repairing, 
building and changing on Zion’s Hil, 
and so many are the improvements that 
one of the old boys of a dozen or twenty 
years back would be astounded on a 
return to the old school. + / 

What with new buildings, old ones 
removed and changed, the hill presents 
an entirely different appearance and the 
work is by no means at an end, ; 

The new buildings of the year are the 
gymnasium, of which quite a little has 
already been said in the Townsman, and 
the new archaeological building. This 
latter building, a gift from Robert: Sin- 
gleton Peabody, who has established the 
new department at the Academy, is 
perhaps the handsomest building owned 
on the Hill. At present, it is in course 
of construction by the J. W. Bishop Co., 


--_of-Woreester,-with-Mr.Hill,brother-of 


Herbert H. Hill, of this place, in charge. 
While it will be several weeks, probably 
two months, before the finished building 
will-be-ready for occupancy, it-1s suftic- 
iently far along to show its handsome 
design and construction, for the work- 
manship is of ‘the. very best and the 
‘ material corresponds, 

The plan of the donor was to have a 
building for the department of. archaeol- 
ogy and a> place which would also 
answer as a sort of social centre for the 
school, The buildiug is of brick, two 
stories in height, and a basement. ‘The 
material used in_ its construction is 
brick and iron, with marble foundations. 

Over the .entranée, which fronts on 
Main street at the corner of .Phillips, 
the building occupying the site of the 
original academy, is the School seal 
beautifully carved and surrounded by 
handsome scroll work. 

The main hall bisects the building, 
leading from right and left on. the first 
floor into large exhibition rooms. On 
the right the room has a big alcove 
divided from the main room by arches, 
while on the Jeft the custodian’s rooms 
are at the rear of the exhibition room: 
In this room is.a very handsome_fire- 
| place: The second floor is occupied by a 
-lectureroom aid a” reference library, 
with stock rooms at rear. This floor is 
reached by a handsome Winding staircase 
lending from and to ample_halways. 
The entire inside finish of this building, 
colonial: in character, will be of pure 
white: Thé stuéco Work is quite elabo- 
rate. Thelibrary will contain reference 
books for the History, English and 
Archaeology departments. 

Just what will be done in regard to 
the basement has not yet been deter- 
mined, altho’ several schemes have been 
considered. One was for a club and 
lunch room or a general club room for 


bookstore has also been talked of. 

The building will be heated by steam 
from the general plant, the system for 
which is to be installed immediately. At 
present the pipes for carrying the steam 
are being laid. A boiler house will pro- 
bably be built and-located-at the rear of 
the English Commons. It is likely also 
that-the-boilers for heating the Seminary 
buildings across the street will be located 
in the same building some time in the 
future, : : seventies 

The buildings to be heated by the new 
system are the Bancroft cottage, Arch- 
aeology building, Science building, Office, 
Academy building and Draper cottage. 

Something new entirely at the Acad- 
emy is the idea of a general dining hall, 
which is being constructed out of the 
old gymnasium by the J. M. Bishop Co. 
The main floor will be the general hall 
where the students will dine in groups 
as they desire, the room being. finished 
with quartered oak floor and wainscot- 
ting. Handsome columns will support 
the upper floor instead of iron braces as 
formerly. 

The second floor will be open to the 
roof and handsomely_tinished. —It—is-to 
be used as a banquet hall. 

A wing, 31x33 feet; two stories in 
height, is being built for kitchen, serving 
rooms and bakery. ‘The service will be 
up-to-date and the aim will be to give 
the young men good food at the least. 
possible cost. The culinary department 
will be in charge of the future manager 
of the Mansion House, A. T. Ripley. 

The announcement has just been made 
of the retirement of E, P. Hitchcock as 
manager of the Mansion House, after a 
long and successful term in that capac- 
ity. During the summer the hotel has 
been closed owing to the necessity for 
repairs and general overhauling and Mr. 
Hitchcock made up his mind that he 
would retire from active business life. 

The new head of this well -known 
hotel will be A. T. Ripley, who for years 
has been associated with Col.. A. E. Dick, 
the manager of the Tampa Bay hotel, 
Tampa Bay, Fla., and proprietor of thé’ 
Long Beach hotel, Long Beach, L. I. 
This in itself is a sufficient guarantee of 
the future of the house which will be 
managed in the latest and most improved 
methods'which Mr. Ripley, by his long 
association with the best people and 
latest ideas in hotel management, can 
accomplish. In this he will have the co- 
operation of his wife, formerly a Miss 
Ropes of Salem, who is also very capable 
and understands the art of comfort and 
pleasure making for the guests of a 
hotel, 

The house is being cleaned and re- 
modelled throughout.and will have an 
addition put on for a kitchen on a level 
with the dining room. The partition 
between the office and smoking room 
will be removed and othet necessary 
changes made, and the house opened not 
later than September Ist. 

At the new athletic field, Brothers’ 
field, the work is progressing rapidly and 
by next~spring the baseball diamond 
may be used. ‘ 

There will be two baseball and two 
football fields. The field will be sur- 
rounded by a picket fence eight feet 
high. In winter the field may be flooded

“In May, 1902, twenty-five miley 
Fremont, Nebraska, a storm orn 
and four cyclones formed which | ths 
distinctly. We were at a friend's 
for supper, about five miles from 
I was visiting. 

We saw two form close together: and 
in a few moments another farther east 
This did a great deal of damage abou; 
one mile from my -friend’s house. We 
were. so glad it did not strike there 
We first noticed a funnel-shaped cloud.

This “became larger 
and began to throw down white threads 
like the stick of a spent rocket, 

This rose and fell several times, then 
made a dart to the ground and we say a 
cloud like dust rise from the ground and 
join the one from the cloud.

He said they desired to increase 
their terminal facilities rather than 
lose any part of what they had. 

He also was sure that the Boston 
& Lowell railroad would oppose 
even more strongly any such pro- 
posed -change. 

Mr. Tuttle assured me that the 
railroad disliked to oppose public 
improvements, but he felt obliged to 
oppos® this proposition; but should 
a bridge be put across the river at 
any other-point, he would co-oper- 
ate with the city as far as he could 
in-the separation of grades where 
approaches to a new bridge would 
cross their railroad lines.

BATTLE IN A PARK TREE. 


Any one who walks through the 72d- 
street gate on the west side of Central 
park. these days may see an old man 
sitting® on a bench not far from the 
ertrance. The old man has been in the 
same place since the beginning of 
spring: -He-never‘takes~ his eyes from 
the top of a tall maple tree which 
stands a few yards away. 

A young man asked him the other 
day why he was so much interested in 
the maple tree. The old man told this 
story: ie 

“Some years ago I retired from busi- 
ness. I live in that big house which 
vou see directly across on the opposite 
side of the park. I find more enjoyment 
in coming into the:pank and watching 
the animals and studying nature’s 
work than in anything else. 

“Some three months ago I made the 
acquaintance of two little squirels. It 
wasn't long before they got to know 
me well and would eat out of my 
hand, The little animals would let no 
one else touch them, ’ 

“T saw 
nest in a hole at the top of that maple 
tree. 
there are very. few trees in this park 
that are decayed. As soon as a limb 
or the trunk of a tree begins to rot the 
tree is sither-cut-down-or-the decayed 
limb is sawed off. . 

“That hole was a fine spot for a nest 
for those squirrels—my squirrels I used 
to call them—and day after day. 1 saw 
them gather leaves and other things 
for their nest. 

“One day I saw two highholes fly into 
that tree. The highole, as you know, is 
a woodpecker. Their bills.are not strong 
enough to dig into a solid tree, and 
they make their nest-in-trees that-are 
decayed. : 

“These higholes were mating. That 
was olainly evident.; They saw this 
hole, and it seemed to me that they 
immediately decided that was the right 
spot for them. 

“But the squirrels had possession of 
the hole, and how were the highholes 
going to eject them? They . weren't 
long in coming to.a decision on that 
point. They decided to fight for it, and 
they did. 

“My boy, it was a terrible battle. The 
highholes flew at the squirrels and they 
fought in that hole and out of itythe 
air resouding with the sounds of their 
strife. It was an even battle for at 
least five minutes. 

“Then one of the highhales with a 
mighty sweep stuck his bill. straight-in- 
to the back of one of the squirrels, just 
behind the--head. The power of the 
blow. was so great thatthe squirrel's 
back must have been broken for the 
| little animal just straightened out and 
dropped lifeless to the ground. 

“His companion dead the other squir- 
rel deserted the nest, and the high- 


holes with cries of triumph: went in- 


and took possession. But then-a strange 
thing happened. 


“Not 6ver ten minutes had elapsed. 


before. the squirrel came baek, bringing 
along another. squirrel. They ‘climved 
up the tree, but the highholes were on 
the alert and ready for another battle. 


The highholes held their ground, fought. 


“savagely and routed the squirrels, But 
not until one of them—the one thal had 


-been“in™ the~ first (fight—was” bléeding |~ 


from’several cuts on the back. 

“The squirrels didn’t go very far 
away. They stopped near that~ tree 
over there, and seemed to be planning 
another attack. I guess they had had 
enough for that day, however, and I 
saw them-wander off very disconso- 
late. 

“Il waited -all that day to see them 
return. They didn’t. The next day 1 
came here early and I have been com- 
ing here every day since watching and 
hoping“for~ the squirréls to come back 
and fight for that nest. 

“IT have about given up all 
though, that they will return. The 
highholes have been having a_ very 
happy time and while I have been 
watching them three or four little 
highholes have appeared. 

“Now that story may not interest 
you a bit but it has me. There are 
tragedies in the animal world just as 
there are among ourselves.’’—New 
York Sun.
